He did not proſtitute either his 
Parts, or his Eloquence, to mean or ſlaviſh Purpoſcs. His Merit rendered 
him conſiderable in the Eyes of thoſe who made this Nation more conſi— 
derable than ſhe ever was; and as they honoured him with their Favour 
in the Day of their Power, ſo, with equal Courage and Gratitude, he 
defended their Honour in the Day of Diſtreſs. He did more; he ſhared 
in their Dittref.: He was aſhamed to be at Eale, while his Country 
ſuffered 3 and the Vigour with which he exalted himſelf, againſt thoſe to 
whom it owed its Sufferings, brought on his own.

The preſent 
is, without Doubt, a moſt critical Conjuncture, and as ſuch, worthy of 
his Courage and Conduct; neither is it to be doubted, that he will bring 
himſelf and his Country with as much Honour out of War, as heretofore 
he maintain'd her Trade and Safety, during the long Continuance of.
